A BILL THAT SHOULD BE DEFEATED 


A bill proposed on the floor of the Pennsylvania leg- 


islature would prohibit school musical organizations from 
performing for any purpose outside of the school build- 
ings. 


It is difficult to understand just why such legislation 


should be suggested. As one nearby exchange expresses 
it "the legislator who is using his time to promote this 
imbecility hasn't enough to do of a constructive nature 
to occupy his mind." 


In some instances musicians raise the money them- 


selves, for instruments which they use and then leave 
for the next class. They spend long hours rehearsing 
and have few opportunities to play in public, excepting 
for the fall football season. If they want to participate 
in patriotic parades or community functions, such as the 
recent farewell demonstration for Company I, they 
should be permitted to do so. 


Warren is fortunate in having two excellent musical 


organizations in the V. F. W., and school bands. When 
there are parades the people of the community enjoy 
seeing each of them performing. 


There should be enough interest in this community 


to see that our representatives in the legislature are ap- 
prised of the opinion of their constituents on this occas- 
ion as well as in more significant ones. 


We do not want the lawmakers at Harrisburg to tell 


us that our well-trained and very willing school band can 
not, with the consent of the directors and other school 


v officials, turn out for community celebrations. 


Who Else Could Resign 


AHMED VESSELS ON THE LAKES 


Once again the Great Lakes will see armed vessels 


riding on their surfaces, as they did during the World 
War, and at no other time since 1817. 


Forming much of the border between the United 


States and Canada, the lakes were demilitarized by the 
Rush-Bagot agreement in 1817, an agreement scrupul- 
ously observed by both the United States and Canada 
and altered only by mutual free consent. During the 
World War both countries built small warships on the 
lakes with the understanding that they were not to be 
operated there. Today it is being clone again. 


Just as the unarmed border between the United 


States and Canada has become a symbol for peaceful 
relations, so the mutual agreement in the face of an em- 
ergency to permit armed vessels to be built and to trav- 
erse the lakes today is an evidence of the perfect con- 
fidence of each country in the other. Each feels in per- 
fect confidence that the other's warships will under no 
circumstances be turned against it.

| ALTHOUGH the Grand Canyon j 
•"• of the Colorado, in northern I 
Arizona, was probably the first of i 
America's scenic wonders to be j 
viewed by white men, it w^s not j 
created a national park until 1919. 
A view of the canyon from the 
south rim is pictured on the U. S, 
2-cent red stamp, above, of thej 
National Parks series. 


Grand Canyon National Park 


has an area of 958 square miles, 
encloses 56 miles of Grand Can- 
yon. The river is a mile below 
the rims. Trails wind down to the 
canyon floor; motor roads skirt the 
edges, cross on a suspension 
bridge. 


The canyon was millions of 


years old when Don Lopez de 
Cardenas, a member of Coronado's 
expedition, discovered it in 1540. 
American 
trappers, headed by 


James O. Pattie visited the region 
in 1826. Maj. John Wesley Powell 
headed an expedition that made 
the first voyage down the river in 
1869.

But it was 20 years after that

and laid down their "constitution 
and by - laws" in a working 
agreement. Briefl}'. the postoffice 
department takes the mail 
through the main camp postoffices 
and the army takes it from 
there on. 


A letter, properly addressed, 


would go this route: (1) From 
the train to the camp main post- 
office, where it would be sorted 
for distribution to the division or 
corps or other unit postoffices. 
(2) These sort it again for dis- 
tribution to the company mail or- 
derlies, who (3) twice a day dis- 
tribute it among the men. 


It sounds simple enough, but 


take the problems of frequently 
changing personnel, transfers of 
units, duplication of names, ex- 
tended field maneuvers, and im- 
proper addresses and you see that 
assuring Private Doe of mail 
from home -without delay is a 
pretty complex business.

Draws On War Experience 
pOL. W. A. KENYON, who 
^ heads the APO (army post- 
office) has *aken a page from his 
experiences as No. 1 postman 
overseas in World War I and de- 
veloped the system now in lise. 
In the first place, all division, 
corps or unit postoffices are num- 
bered. They were numbered in 
the other war. too. in sequence 
starting with one. But it wasn't 
very long before it was discov- 
ered that everjr time a letter fell 
into enemy hands, that number 
in the frank, or cancellation, sup- 
plied the enemy with information 
as to how many army units were 
in the field and how they were 
distributed. The numbers were 
changed twice, but that didn't 
help much.

postoffices still are numbered in 
sequence, but in a different way. 
All infantry division postoffices 


take their numbers from between 
1 and 200; cavalry divisions from 
201 to 250, and so on. So. the 
number in the frank, merely 
means that the unit with that 
number is at that point.

If a unit moves from Benning in I 
Georgia to Dix in New Jersey, or 3 
if it takes the field, its postoffice.!;

The letter is sent to every unit 
postoffice in the camp until the 
man is found and if he isn't, it'« 
checked against the transfer files 
before it is returned or sent to 
the dead letter office.

Sheffield, March 29—The local 


high school office in the following 
statement makes public the facts 
and figures in regard to the recent 
tuberculosis tests: 


"All the teachers, employes, and 


the high school students have been 
tested cither by the skin test or 
x-ray. The total number of skin 
tests was 266. Of this number 134 
showed positive skin 
reactions. 


Those having this positive skin' 
reaction were further checked by i 
an x-ray. 
J 


"The result of the x-rays lead' 


as follows: No teacher or employe 
has been found to have any indi- 
cation of active tuberculosis. Of 
the 235 in the student body that 
were tested, only one has been 
found in need of sanatorium treat- 
ment. Twelve students v, ere taken 
out of school for a period of two 
to three weeks to be checked clin- 
ically and given rest and nouiish- 


j ment to build up their bodies. Each 


i student will be under the eaie of 
| his family physician during- this 


I period. 
If the clinical checkup' 


i does not indicate any symptoms of' 
, an active infection, the doctor mav 
i 


permit the student to return to' 


i school.
